Chronological Account Books, and Periodicals dealing with 
Succulent Plants published England between the Years 1597-1947

time since, friend mine was looking very extensive collection 
literature dealing with succulent plants and, examined works many 
different languages covering hundreds years botanical history, turned 
and said: not write article for the Journal tracing the history the 
cultivation succulent plants this country from the earliest times the 
present? Many people have books this subject and would, perhaps, interested 
article from your pen describing the growth interest these plants after 
their introduction, and enumerating the various works which have appeared from 
time time: good, authoritative works, very real value collectors (alas, too 
and others, perhaps, which the least said the better.” 

liked the idea, and though have not the authority temerity discuss the 
books their relative merits otherwise, have enough material collection 
and enough interest the subject attempt produce something purely from 
historical viewpoint which hope will some interest the reader. 

proposed deal with books solely devoted succulent plants should 
have start with the year 1716, which year the first Decade “The History 
Succulent Plants,” F.R.S., appeared. This was the first book 
English devoted entirely succulent plants, but propose much farther back 
than that—120 years before, fact—back the days Elizabeth, Raleigh, 
Shakespeare, and other notable people sixteenth-century England. There was 
man who was living and studying plants London between the years 1545- 
1607, one who chiefly remembered the famous old Herbal 
which bears his name. with this volume that decided commence little 
story; not because was the first book ever mention succulents the English 
language (that distinction belongs another author), but because the date 
its publication, 1597, exactly 350 years ago this year, 1947. 

Now before open this volume, the first under review, would like mention 
that case have any fellow bibliophiles numbered among readers 
more often called bookhound than bibliophile) will give details each book 
mentioned this discourse the hope that the information will prove some 
small assistance those who, like myself, have interest the books because 
they are books and not necessarily because they contain information succulent 
plants. 

Let now, then, back three and half centuries into history and see what 
was written then about the plants which are today still being written about with 
much more knowledge but, think, with greater interest than they were 
long ago. “The Herball Generall Historie Plantes gathered GERARDE 
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London, Master Chirvrgerie. London 1597.” This the full title 
the famous old book which known antiquarian book collectors the world 
over. contains little regarding succulent plants, each plant being described 
and illustrated with woodcut. Chapter 475 find The Hedgehogge Thistle 
(Melocactus), The Poisonous Gum Thistle (Euphorbia), The Torch Thornie 
Euphorbium (Cereus), The Thornie Reede Peru (Cereus); Chapter 128 The 
Indian Fig Tree Chapter 134 Herbe Aloé, Sea Houseleeke; Chapter 
135 Great Houseleeke (Sempervivum); Chapter 136 Stonecrop (Sedum), Small 
Stonecrop (Sedum); and Chapter 143 Wall Penniwoort (Umbilicus) and Small 
Nauelwoort (Umbilicus). Here, then, have plants described and figured 
which are included succulent collection—at least them well known and 
demand collectors today. The work folio, has engraved title page, 
written three books, has 1392 pages text excluding indices, and 2146 wood- 
cuts. good copy should have the Table Vertues complete the end; 
addition, few copies have, bound the end, catalogue plants which were 
Gerarde’s garden. This, common with the Table Vertues, often missing. 
Fine copies this first edition are rare. enlarged, corrected edition was issued 
1633, and another edition 1636, but neither these 
contains enough additional succulent material bring them within the scope 
this article. 

The next work have chosen “Africa,” London, 1670, folio size, 
767 pages, with very many engravings; the full title “Africa, being Accurate 
Description the Regions Aegypt, Barbary, Lybia and Billedulgerid.” This 
not botanical work all; geographical work dealing with Africa far 
was possible that time. was written man who produced several works 
like nature about this period; his name: Joun Master the Revels 
King Charles The interest for succulent enthusiasts page 587, where 
there appears extraordinary engraving Stapelia growing company with 
tulip, two lions, snake, and various trees, etc., truly fantastic effort! But 
happens the first illustration Stapelia appear any work England. 
Alas! Ogilby was not the first publish this illustration. borrowed from 
Dutch work two years earlier. 

1680 appeared the second part work Morrison, Professor 
Botany Oxford, 1620-1683, entitled “Plantarum Historiae Universalis Oxonien- 
Oxford, 1672-80-99, important work the history plant classification. 
Part III appeared 1699 and contains, bound in, “Plantarum Umbelliferarum Dis- 
tributio Nova 1672.” This section really Part the entire work which 
complete three parts. Many people seem under the impression that Part 
was never issued; actually, was, under the above title, 1699 after 
the author’s death. There are 304-312 plates which illustrate far can ascertain 
succulent and semi-succulent plants. Each plate one page which are about 
nine ten engravings plants.

“the most complete botanical work the world has ever seen.” Whether this was 
true the time, not know, but certainly monumental work. The author 
was (Johann Jakob Dillen 1684-1747). The work catalogue list 
the plants grown James Sherard his garden Eltham, Kent, and was 
illustrated the author with over 300 plates, which are succulent plants. 
Many the plates depict Mesembryanthema: indication the interest which 
these then new South African plants aroused the minds the early botanists. 
matter fact, there are species the genus described this work ac- 
cording Dr. Pulteney, and according William Curtis. Nearly all the plates 
are full page, although occasionally there are two three page, and the 
delineating quite good.

quently mentioned books succulent plants, due, doubt, the fact that 
was the first edition adopt entirely the system Linnaeus. have said 
earlier, the Seventh Edition also adopted this system and was the first 
part, though not entirely, the case plants not fully known Linnaeus the 
system Tournefort was employed. the Eighth Edition the reader will find 
mention Agaves, Aloes, Cacti, Crassulas, Euphorbias, Mesem- 
bryanthema and many other succulents. will noticed that there one less 
Mesembry anthemum this edition. The full work consists frontispiece, dedi- 
cation the former edition, and 333 leaves with plates, and folio.

the time that Haworth was writing and publishing his work succulent 
plants, there was Hackney the firm Sons, nurserymen who 
had quite remarkable collection rare foreign plants. Many their South 
African plants were acquired Haworth, and believe presented many plants 
from his own extensive collection the nursery. The firm Loddige com- 
menced 1817 publish periodical entitled: “The Botanical Cabinet, consist- 
ing Coloured Delineations Plants from All Countries, with Short Account 
Each, Directions for Management, etc.” The illustrations figured large num- 
ber succulent plants, and are colour. The plates are the work 
Cook, famous for his accurate delineation plants. The work was issued two 
editions, small 8vo. and another large paper edition, which much pre- 
ferred. have many the plates own collection, and hope that may 
complete them some day. The work ceased publication the year 1833, and 
complete set comprises twenty volumes. 

1819 appeared “Supplementum Plantarum Succulentarum sistens Plantas 
novas vel nuper introductas sive omissas, etc.,” volume 160 pages, 8vo., form- 
ing extension the previous work and published London, 
were all his works. monograph was attempted and published, the title which 
was: “Saxifragragearum Enumeratio, accedunt Revisiones Plantarum Succulen- 
tarum,” London, 1821: this was the next work and its title 
suggests, work Saxifrages plus some further revisions succulents 
general. has pages, unillustrated. The last work this author dealing with 
succulents and issued book was: “Revisiones Plantarum Succulentarum.” The 
title describes the contents some 207 pages 8vo., published London 
1821. 

now leave Haworth for mention another author named 
noted African traveller and explorer, who was much interested the 


plants and animals encountered his journeys. his work folio entitled: 
“Travels the Interior Southern Africa” (London, 1822-1824), find 
page 310 Vol. the account how picked from the ground what 
thought prettily marked stone, and found his great surprise that was 
species the Mesembryanthemum group. This plant, and other similar species 
that Burchell found, were destined raised generic rank one hundred years 
later that doyen succulent collectors, the late Dr. Brown Kew, who 
founded the genus Lithops (Stoneface; from the Greek lithos, stone, and ops, 
face). The plant that Burchell found known now Lithops turbiniformis 
Br. matter interest, the drawing that Burchell made the plant was 
sent Haworth who named the plant Mesembryanthemum this 
name was use until 1922. 

The next date importance 1824 and the seven years following 1831, 
during which time contributed decades “Description 
New Succulent Plants” scientific periodical the time entitled “The Phil- 
osophical Magazine.” was about the last important work which had bear- 
ing succulent plants published this author. will seen from the forego- 
ing dates that this collector, author and student dominated the succulent field 
for close forty years, and indirectly has enriched our knowledge and interest 
immeasurably. 

will mention here publication which appeared periodical between the 
years 1815-1847 entitled: “The Botanical Register.” Featured among the coloured 
plates are many succulent plants. The first volumes were edited 
HAM and the following there also appendix 
“Vegetation the Swan River” issued 1839. 

During the early years the nineteenth century, keen collector and student 
rare plants was the Duke Bedford, whose gardens Woburn Abbey were 
renowned for their beauty. Among the plants cultivated was fine collection 
cacti. book, the full title which is: “Journal Horticultural Tour 
through Germany, Belgium and part France the Autumn 1835” find 
sub-title which runs thus: “to which added Catalogue the different species 
Cacteae the Gardens Woburn Abbey.” The author the work 
8vo., has coloured plates, and was published 1837. 


1843 appeared little booklet Tyas, the title which was: “The 
Cactus, Its Propagation, Cultivation and General Treatment, which added 
select list Cactaceous Plants;” size booklet: post 8vo., pages 16, and 
coloured plate; London, 1843. hope that collectors the period did not give 
their cacti the “general treatment” recommended! 

Henry Harvey was botanist and author who issued the First 
Edition important systematic work, the Second Edition which want 
speak briefly here. The work is: “The Genera South African Plants Ar- 
ranged According the Natural System.” The Second Edition was edited 
who was that time Director Kew, and the work was published 
after Harvey’s death. Publication simultaneous London and Cape Town 
the year 1868. may expected, the South African succulent genera are 
dealt with, and students this kind flora should have copy their library. 
The complete work should have 483 pages including index; unillustrated, and 
there should extra leaf—unnumbered—inserted page 356: “Order 121 bis 
Musaceae.” The book 8vo. 


the year 1876 there was published the “Gardener’s Chronicle” article 
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Brown, name that needs introduction students succulent plants. 
will not say more here this particular article, intend deal more fully 
with Brown’s work farther this article. 

Therefore will move little book entitled “The Cactus and Other 
Tropical Succulents, with Directions for Constructing Miniature Greenhouse” 
1877 London. The book contains original work, but consists series 
extracts from other books and quotations from the works other authors such 
Jackson, Loudon, Thompsen, etc., some whom have written earlier. The 
frontispiece copy the plate which accompanied Mr. Jackson’s article 
cacti the “Student” 1872—this plate was photograph selected group 
cacti taken Kew. 

One the most notable private collectors the late nineteenth century was 
Mr. Peacock, then resident Sudbury House, Hammersmith, long since 
demolished.

was assistant curator Kew Gardens, and 1889 there 
was published book him entitled “Cactus Culture for Amateurs,” 8vo., 246 
pages, figures. The author started articles cacti 1885 periodical called 
“The Bazaar,” and these articles, together with others published following 
years, are here brought together book form. The little work had quite good 
reception, and has since run four five editions. The First Edition this 
book quite difficult find now. 

There were several commercial growers succulent plants England the 
end the nineteenth and beginning the twentieth centuries, and one was 
Handsworth, near Birmingham. This grower carried large 
stock plants, and 1890 issued catalogue which included hints for success- 
ful cultivation. There are pages, with 170 illustrations; the prices and names 
3350 succulent plants are found this publication. 

Another grower who had large and fine collection succulent plants was 
Mr. who was also resident near Birmingham. Unlike Mr. Walton, 
was not strictly commercial grower but rather private collector who some- 
times sold plants other private collectors. During the years 1890-1900 issued 
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catalogues plants which contained hints cultivation. Readers may curious 
know why include catalogues this article succulent literature, when 
there are many hundreds catalogues various descriptions issued every 
year. The reason that the period under review this number easily obtain- 
able books succulents was very small: only one two were available the

Kalanchoe and Kitchingia vie 
for reserved seats the front row. 


Here old friend, the Colonel, who years 
ago planted spiny barrels, thorny columns, and 
bristly slabs real, honest-to-goodness Cactus 
among stumps, and rocks natural acclivities, 
thereby achieving paradox beauty out 
ugliness and opening new vista the possi- 
bilities artistic landscape gardening. Today 
pot-putting his hothouse lot dainty 
little seedling succulents bigger than 
thumb-nail, while his Cactus patch but 
memory. 

Another collector who once might justly have 
himself upon representative collection 
Cactus, categorically arranged, has just lately 
junked truckloads Cactus make room for 
Euphorbias from South Africa and Southwest 
Asia. 


Since Cacti are indigenous the two Ameri- 
cas, and find their most extreme exemplification 
the region the Great Southwest within 
few hundred miles Los Angeles, should 
the pride Western Americans preserve 
and perpetuate these plants. 


Yet appears that our Cactus most highly 
prized the Eastern states and European 


countries. While eagerly import succulents 
from foreign lands, foreign collectors rare 
plants are busy importing Cactus from us. 

easy comprehend why many our 
feminine members have gone sour Cactus and 
sweet Succulents because contact with spines 
and glochids has been painful, while “hens and 
chickens” may cuddled and 
pinched with impunity. 

Naturally the commercial collectors and deal- 
ers must stock suit their customers’ 
fancies. Thus find Santa Barbara that two 
eminent gardeners, father and son, have passed 
Cactus almost entirely favor vast ac- 
quisition Succulents which they are con- 
stantly adding importation, propagation and 
hybridization, 

was here that beheld pan infant 
Euphorbias— 


“One little, two little, three little Ingens, 
little, five little, six little Ingens— 


Undeniably they were attractive, and was 
pleasure see that they were looking though 
they were living amicably together. 


But found tucked away corner fully 
dozen unusual specimens Echinopsis, any one 
which would thing joy for true Cac- 
tophile possess. Yet doubt any other visi- 
tor regarded with favor. 


When began trivial collection Cactus 
years ago, didn’t know Echinopsis from 
Titanopsis—and don’t know much more 
now. But relish hunting out rare Cactus the 
forgotten corners forsaken gardens quite 
much prospecting for them the open 
desert. 


But what one going when visits 
collection and hurried past Opuntias, 
Cereus and Echinocactus which would like 
examine, and adjured come look what 
the collector considers her chief prizes Ech- 
everia, Senecio and

This series articles was prompted the 
many requests the author has received from in- 
dividuals who have visited the University 
California Botanical Garden Berkeley, and 
who have wished know more about the suc- 
culent plants which they have seen here.

Realizing the subjectivity involved 
this undertaking, will most readily look 
forward hearing from thosé who feel that 
the dollar-value estimates rare books are be- 
low above the value-judgments others. 
Likewise would appreciate hearing from 
those readers who find that important book 
article had been omitted these brief re- 
views. 

great difficulty for the student any 
group plants locate the literature pertain- 
ing that group. When the place publica- 
tion and whereabouts the author are likewise 
unknown, and the work cannot found 
library, becomes necessary trust the in- 
tegrity the dealer botanical books find 
the item you need and price fairly. 

The foundation economics the difference 
between supply and demand. Value-judgments 
are simply reflections this fact. book 
rare and much sought after, its price usually 
high. And expect pay good com- 
mission the dealer who can find for 
book which for ourselves, 
which much demand that few copies 
reach the market. 


Occasionally dealer will put high price 
work which available from another source 
for much less. This legitimate procedure, 
for expect pay within reason for services 
rendered, and this case are purchasing not 
only the book, but the special knowledge the 
dealer well his costs obtaining the de- 
sired item, including his time. 


Often pay high price for item which 
can had for much less knew how and 
where get it. Recently one dealer obtained 
and sold copies work not well known here 
abroad which was thought many

out-of-print. The first purchasers paid $10.00. 
now advertises the work available for 
available from the author publisher the 
original publication price about $4.25. Not 
satisfied with the usual deduction 
from 15% 20%, this dealer attempting 
make very sizable profit, counting his cus- 
lack data the availability the 
work question. One expects pay for serv- 
ices, but not disproportionately costs 
rendering such services. one likes feel 
that they have been taken. business can 
continue operate with the goodwill its 
customers this basis. 

feel that 20-40% profit reasonable 
books which are readily available. When the 
publisher gives deduction the dealer, 
should expect pay somewhat more than the 
price. However, some dealers have 
found that they make goodwill their 
costs such items obtaining them 
service for their customers, without undue addi- 
tional charges. 

the other hand rare out-of-print work 
can not estimated this basis. the dealer 
buys for $2.00 work for which can get 
$25.00, legitimate feel, for him 
market his own price. 

Book dealers who specialize succulent 
literature, should not exploit the notably ex- 
ploited American market. Our own editor, 
Scott Haselton, has made available some items 
for much one-third the average retail 
price. study his ads over the past years 
should make suitably clear anyone that his 
purpose serve and not exploit. 
understand that this the reason why 
has his own press—so that can produce books 
within cost that cactus growers can afford 
pay. understand that this fall expects 
issue extensive listing rare and out print 
material well quotations back issues 
our JOURNAL. 

The subject literature succulent plants 
inadequately known. These attempts col- 
late existing data, and make readily accessi- 
ble will doubtless involve occasional errors. 
are hopeful that our readers will free writ- 
ing their ideas the subject under discussion 
this and succeeding articles this series.
